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There doesn’t scem much immediate prospect of 
getting out of the muddle at he city hall. Spring 
has been making its presence strongly felt. On 
all sides the most busyant optimism — prevails. 
Moncy and men are pouring into the country. Yet 
the government of the city, which it is particularly 
desirable under these conditions to have adminis- 
tered in stable, business-like fashion, has been for 
weeks in turmoil. 

Just at present the issue of the court procecd- 
ings is being awaited. But when a decision is 
given, no matter what its nature, will there be an 
improvement? If the result is to allow the majority 
of the aldermen to carry out their plans to dismiss 
Mr. Bouillon, what chance is there for a successful 
season’s work with the administration turned up- 
side down at the outset? If he remains in his place 
there is every likelihood that the friction which 
has been engendered between him and the council 
will make progress difficult. 

The Saturday News ‘has from the first urged 
that the differences between the two elements be 
patched up for the summer at least. It has never 
been convinced that Mr. Bouillon was just the man 
for his post. ‘The councillors in appointing him, 
it is clear, did not secure the information respecting 
his qualifications that they should have. He has 
very decided capacity along certain lines. In 
. handling most large problems we believe the city 
would benefit very materially from his technical and 
business advice. His admirable report, presented 
during the past week, on the C. P. R. entrance 
difficulty, is an illustration of the service which he 
could> render to the city. But as an offset, it is 
also quite clear that he is bound-to prove a difficult 
man for others to work with and that so long -as 
> he is in charge there will be> constant bickering 
‘= which cannot be a good thing for the city. » When 
; the present

to the newspapers and by the quarrelsome dispos 
tion which he has shown, he has alienated sympathy 
to a very large extent. His controversy during the 
past week with City Solicitor Bown, in which he 
adopted an altogether unreasonable stand, could 
lead the average man to but one conclusion, that 
the commissioner was looking for trouble. This 
is exactly what he should have tried to avoid at 
such a juncture as the present, both in his own and 
the city’s interests. What we want is the establish- 
ment of a truce under which the city’s work can be 
proceeded with for the present season and = Mr. 
Bouillon owes it to those for whom he is working 
to do what lies in his power to help in Securing 
this. 


Mr. Bouillon is of the opinion that Jasper, Vic- 
toria and Mackay avenues will be very largely 
spoiled if the C. P. R. insists on coming into the 
city with its grade as at present. ‘This was a dan- 
ger which was pointed out at the time the agree- 
ment was made with the railway but so anxious 
were the majority of citizens to make sure that the 
railway would come in, that they had not the pa- 
tience to look into a detail such as this. If the 
matter had been left to the railway commission, it 
would have seen to it that the city’s interests were 
properly protected. It may not be too late to 
secure a readjustment, along the lines suggested by 
Mr. Bouillon and no time should be lost in opening 
negotiations with this end in view. ‘The city would 
be in a very bad way with no first-class thorough- 
fare through its central portion, between the C. N, 
R. yards and the river, Athabasca and Peace being 
closed by the C. P. R. tracks, the next three with 
breaks in them that must interfere seriously with 
traffic, and Saskatchewan winding along the side 
of the hill, ‘The C. P. R. is not likely to prove 
unreasonable in the matter. A change in its plans 
will be more difficult to obtain now than it would 
have been when the agreement was still to be voted 
on, but it is infinitely better to go after it now than 
to wait till the necessities of an increasing popula- 
tion made absolutely itnperative a very large outlay 
to secure the desired improvement. 


Mr. Bouillon has advised that the city endeavor 
to secure an agreement with the International Ifeat 
ing and Lighting Company for the establishment of 
a pas plant rather than go into the business itself. 
‘This is unquestionably the wise course, loaded up 
as we are with municipal enterprises, it is folly to 
take on a new one if there is a chance of getting a 
cheap and satisfactory service from a corporation. 
An excellent suggestion has been made that the 
fact be made widely known that we were prepared 
to grant a franchise.  ‘Mhere is no doubt that we 
should stand the chance of securing a better propo 
sition than if we went ahead and dealt exclusively 
with the company that has its representative on the 
ground, Jt must be said, however, that the latter 
has shown every disposition to be fair and reason- 
able. His company has shown what it can do else- 
where and he is entitled to have his proposals given 
the closest consideration.

of municipal existence,  Tlaving investigated Ro- 
chester, it is expected that when the graduates are 
dispersed into various cities or towns of the country 
they will be able to take not only an intelligent 
interest in the conduct of local government, but will 
also be able to point out practical remedies for 
existing: abuses. 

Why not go further and make a degree in civics 
compulsory before a man can be elected to the 
council? A tniversity extension course of lectures 
dealing with the Mdmonton charter would certainly 
be a great advantage for some present aldermen and 
one or two newspaper editors.

Premier Sifton’s reply to the Board of ‘Trade’s 
request that active steps be taken to build a railway 
north was most unsatisfactory. Tle reaffitmed a 
general interest in the idea but when by his action 
a railway project, which had been actually com- 
menced and on which the city was counting as a 
large factor in its development, was snuffed out, 
there was reason to believe that some conerete sub- 
stitute would be provided. Assurance. was giver 
that it would be and unless the Premier can make 
good on this, his position when’the Louse next 
meets will not be an enviable one and still less so 
when he consults the electors. 


The result of the new election of tniversity 
senators was very satisfactory, Hon. Mr. Ruther- 
ford, who was returned at the head of the poll, 
fully deserved this mark of confidence. Jt was 
while he was premier and minister of education 
that the institution was launched and he may be re- 
garded as its father in a very especial sense. live 
senators, including the Chancellor, come from the 


quarters that reciprocity will retard the development

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. The Edmonton Board of Trade, by a practically 
tnanimous vote, endorsed the reciprocity agreement.

An answer to 
this is the project of P. Burns and Co. to erect a 
large plant here in the immediate future. = This 
company. is at present advertising the sale of a 
million dollars in bonds, a large part of the proceeds 
of which will doubtless go into the Edmonton enter- 
prise. In the prospectus this very significant para- 
graph appears. 

“The business of P, Burns & Company, Limited, 
was established in 1890, and is strongly entrenched 
in Alberta and British Columbia. ‘The proposed 
reciprocal trade agreement with the United States 
will be beneficial to P. Burns & Company, Limited, 
on account of the location of their plants, and the 
diversified character of their business.” 


The stand which the Hon. Ff. W. G. Haultain, 
the Conservative leader in Saskatchewan, and his 
followers have taken on the question does credit 
to their political acumen. ‘Shey are not disposed 
to thrust their heads into the noose after the fashion 
of so many of their party associates who have al 
lowed themselves to be made use of by their eastern 
leaders. Mr. Hlaultain, in the face of great diffi- 
culties, has waged a fight for his party in Saskat- 
chewan which has commanded widespread admira 
tion and no man is entitled to a more attentive hear 
ing when he sets out to defend the western stand- 
point. 

“Having in mind the fact," the report of his 
speech reads, “that reciprocity with the United 
States was a policy which represented not only a 
step forward, but a policy which seemed to be ap- 
proved even in the earlier stages of government in 
Canada, even before they had what might be termed 
responsible government; having that in view he 
must confess that when the reciprocity agreement 
was first spoken of and first announced he had taken 
only one view and that was that the agreement was 
ainove in the right direction. (cheers. ) 

“Tle was quite free to say, after reading a great 
many of the speeches that had been made in other 
places, that he saw no necessity to change his first 
impressions. Tle would deal with the question as 
one who looked at it from all sides. He did not 
wish any member of the house to have any idea, or 
try to draw any conclusions, while he put some 
arguments against it and some for it, that he did 
not stand in favor of the reciprocal trade arrange 
anent between the, United States and Canada.” 

“As far as he had been able to discover, the Am- 
crican settlers were much more satished on this 
side of the line. He had never heard of an Am- 
erican settler wanting to go back to his old institu- 
tions after a reasonable residence in the West. 
They appreciated the wider freedom, the greater 
respect for law and order, the speedier enfor sement 
of the law and even the democratic form of govern- 
ment. Tle did not believe they would have a ‘l'axas 
settlement in Canada, They had never heard of a 
political agitation atising where people were pros- 
nerous and contented. (Loud cheers.) If right 
and proper tendencies were allowed to prevail the 
Americans would ultimately become good Britishers 
as well. “They would form a part of the community 


which made British laws and handed down British: 
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traditions. He did not think there would be any 
tendency to take them away from the mother coun- 
try. Selling butter and eggs would not separate 
them from the traditions they had as a people. As 
a people they had developed their own ideals and 
selling grain abroad would not desiruy cue, 

“Living alongside people compcsed largely as 
they themselves were, with the same customs, laws 
and traditions, Canadians would not neglect, on the 
other hand, to develop their own ideals and nation- 
ality and keep up the old home and the imperial 
connections. ‘They would live together on an 
equality, realizing that they had a broad duty to 
establish relations of peace and unity and friendship 
and neighborliness with the people of the United 
States. \What was more likely to draw them toge- 
ther, not alone on the material side of the question, 
than the tremendous impetus in their trade rela- 
tions? JTlow could they avoid coming to closer 
business and closer relations, and so removing’ all 
obstacles to a friendly understanding between all 
the Knglish-speaking people on that continent. 
(Loud cheers, ) 

“There was only one thing to be done. If a 
thing was right they must go straight on in the 
direction into which it led without regard to tradi- 
tion, policies or anything else. He believed the 
West required the proposed change. If it was good 
for the West and not bad for the whole of the Do- 
minion, and he was not convinced that it would be 
bad for the whole Dominion, why should they not 
support it? He might be criticised by men who 
took a broader view so far as intimate knowledge of 
the question was concerned from a purely economic 
standpoint. But, from the national point of view, 
he did not yield to anyone in that respect.” 


If the Conservative leaders at Ottawa had taken 
this stand boldly from the first, the government 
could not have claimed with any degree of justice 
the credit for the new trade conditions, which are 
unquestionably welcome to the great mass of Cana- 
dians, It is apparent that the tariff barriers are be- 
ing thrown down by the United States, not because 
of Mr. Fielding’s persuasive powers, but because 
Mr. ‘Taft realizes that ‘to do so.is good politics. 
By launching inyectives, against the Canadian min- 
istets, however, their opponents are playing. right 
into the Liberals’hands. 0 
-) he Saturday, News. ‘has: often expressed 
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strongest man, by all odds, and the fact was never 
more apparent than with the present situation” in 
view, 


The ‘loronto World is endeavoring to: represent 
to its readers that the west is not really in favor of 
the tariff change. It publishes the following: 

“It is noticeable that resolution§ in favor of the 
reciprocity agreement are beginning to come in 
from grain-growing districts. ‘These are not spon- 
taneous, ‘They are part of an organized campaign, 
inspired by the government and worked by two or 
three of the Liberal political leaders of the Grain 
Growers’ Association. James Bower and Roderick 
Mackenzie have been here for some time, and are 
engaged in what may be deseribed as a_ political 
publicity campaign for the exploitation of the reci- 
procity agreement before they are given an oppor- 
tunity to understand it. 

“These two men are Liberal workers of the most 
pronounced type, and are in daily consultation with 
members of the government in pursuance of the 
campaign they have instituted. ‘he expectation is 
that they will be well paid for their services if they 
can swing the west into line with the government 
at the next election. ‘They have called upon the 
farmers in all the districts to pass resolutions whole- 
sale and send them to Ottawa, in order to stampede 
parliament into the idea that the agreement is uni- 
versally popular. ‘They are giving: out interviews 
which some newspapers print, but these interviews 
carefully avoid dealing with the demands of the 
farmers, as put forward by the big delegation. 

Jower and Mackenzie have begun to use the parlia- 
mentary press gallery headquarters as a centre for 
their activities.” 

Whether Messrs. Bower and Mackenzie are 
working in with the Liberal organization or trot, is 
impossible to say, but this much we can be assured 
of, that in the stand which they are taking they 
speak for the practically united body of western 
farmers. Mr. Bower as the president of the Uni- 
ted Farmers of Alberta, has not shown any too 
great friendliness in times past towards either the 
provincial or Dominion governments, and in this 
matter is undoubtedly acting as the representative of 
those who elected him to his post. ‘The United 
Farmers are in no sense a political organization. 
Their secretary and guiding foree, Mr. I. J. ream, 
has been a strong Conservative and was one of the 
most effective Conservative speakers at the last Do 
minion election in his constitteney, Red Deer. His 
brother was the opposition candidate in Tnnisfaa in 
the provincial general election of 1905. Tere is an 
extract from a letter which Mr. Fream has address- 
ed to his fellow-farmers : 

“The reciprocity agreement now before the 
House of Parliament at Ottawa is the consummation 
of the demand made by the farmers at the big con- 
ference held in Ottawa on December {6th last-and, 
as a stepping stone to the heights which the farmers 
are trying to attain, is one of the greatest impor- 
tance. Failure at the present time would result.in 
a setback from which it would take years to recover. 
It is to our interests to do what we possibly can 
to see that the agreement becomes effective, and 
therefore we must act promptly .”’

There 
isa denial of the report that the pre 
sident of ‘the Church cither collects 
cr receives the tithings of che peaple 
or uses them for His personal benefit 
or that of his family or associates. 
“Striet accounting” ds made of every 
dollar neceived End the numerous 
cheerprises of the Church to which 
nis deveted. ‘T'o: misrepresentation 
they oppose neither “relaliation or 
counter crimination.” ‘The attitude 
of chis Church toward ether religions 
is ‘thus stated: 

“We recognize the good to be found 
in all Christian denominations, also 
imomany heathen forms of worship. 
Whatever of truth they contain and 
advocate, we admire and it: harmoni- 
zes with the principles of our ‘faith. 
The error we reject. We have 
aruths revealed from heaven in the 
present age which we have to declare 
to all people, but we impose them 
upon none. We admire ithe © self- 
sacrifice exhibited by good men and 
women of all creeds in their endea- 
vors to benefit humanity, including 
the care of the indigent and afflicted, 
the institutions erected as asylums 
and refuges for the destitute, and 
believe that the benevolence aml 
charity thus exhibited will be ac- 
cepted of the Lord and receive their 
full reward. 

“Our message is one of love and 
mercy and light; not to deprive any 
sect or party or persons of the 


ood they have, but increase it and. 


bring them nearer ito God., Our ra- 
ligion is not hostile to. real science. 
That which is demonstrated, we atc- 
cept with joy; but in vain philosophy, 


human itheory, and mere specufations _ 


of men, we do not accept nor do 
we adopt anything contrary to divine 
revelation or good common sense. 
But everything that tends to right 
conduct, that harmonizes with good 
morality and increases faith in Deity, 
finds favor with us, no matter where 
it may be found.” 


Recently — fifteen Mormon. elders 
stopped in New York en rowte to 
Europe on missionary errands, and 
to the New York Stun one of these 
asserted that ‘since ‘the manifesto 
of 18900 polygamy has ceased ito be a 
question with us.” He declar d 
that “none of us here practises it any 
more than you do and we lave no 
carthly Gimention of preaching it.” 
Mr. Burton) J. Hendrick, cof ‘Me- 
Culre's’ staff, gives in the February 
number of that magazine a detailed 
account of his rechearches into that 
veiled question. In ‘the fast ten 
years, he asserts, the Mormon Church 
has several tinwes modified its atti- 
tude on this question, The — policy 
at first was to deny the existence of 
the relation, Six years ago, how- 
ever, Joseph I. Smith, in an “address 
to the world,” acknowledged thar 
“there were a few ‘sporadic cases,’ 
but be declared that the number was 
titterly insignificant.” Mr. Hendrick 
proceeds: 

“His word ‘sporadic’ had acquired 
“« meaning of its own in Utah, as it 
is the term now regularly tsed io 
designate each newly discoyere | slir- 
ahet. The number of polygamists in 
Utah, said the Mormon = apologists, 
would abou correspond ito the nim. 
ber of bigamists in any communiie 
Mur, as the number of these ‘spor 
dics’ reached into the hundreds, and 
included many of the higher dign:- 
taries in the Church, these excuses 
no longer sufficed. The Church 
officials now admit that polygamous 
Marriages have taken place, but they 
deny that such marriages have eccle- 
siastical sanction.” 

This writer thinks it “safe to as- 
sume” that “the facts are definitely 
known concerning at least 224 cases 
of polygamous marriages since the 
manifesto” in 1890. The census has 
been made in this manner: 

“About two years ago the Sak 
Lake ‘Tribune’—a newspaper which, 
for twenty-five years, under the edi- 
torship of Judge C. C. Goodwin and 
William Nelson, has rendered signal 
service to the cause of Anglo-Saxon 
civilization in Utah—began industri- 
cusly to collect and = publish the 
names of new polygamists. It hns 
done this as part of a non-partizan 
movement, organized in 1904 by the

most influential of non-Mormons .9f 
Salt Lake City, to,gain control of,mu- 
nicipal affairs out of the hands of 
the Mormon hierarchy. . The ‘Tri- 
hune’ became the jourmalistic leader 
in this campaign—which, by the way, 
succeeded. In the course of «his 
political warfare the Mormon Church 
was accused of encouraging polyga- 
my, and ‘The Tribune's’ management 
felt called upon. to substantiate this 
charge. Up to date, it has, publish- 
et detailed records of 224 polygamous 
marriages, The Mormon Church 
has made no attempt to deny — the 
substantial accuracy of ‘The T'ri- 
bune’s’ list. The Mormon Church 
organ, “Ihe Deseret News’, has rr 
mained silent in the face of this ac- 
cumulating evidence. ©The men and 
women whose hames “Che Tribune’ 
though publicly 
and repeatedly accused by a responsi- 
ble journal of commuting criminal 
acts, have not attempted to secure le- 
gal redress—and in only one or two 
cases have even taken the trouble to 
make dientals. 

The writer of this article, when ia 
Salt Lake City, discussed ‘The ‘T'ri- 
bune’s’ list with several of the lead- 
ing Mormon ecclesiasits. In all cases 
they bitterly denounced ‘The Tri- 
bue’ for its atuacks upon the Mor- 
mon Church, and attributed its acti- 
vities to the revengeful spirit of its 
owners. Net one of the dignitaries 
interviewed, however, questioned the 
substantial correctness of its list of 
polygamists. Indeed, on all hands, 
hy Gentiles and Mormons, the opin- 
ion was freely expressed that, what- 
ever the motives that prompted the 
publication of «hese names, there 
could be no doubt that the manres 
themselves represented real offend- 


bas Jboldly printed, 


crs.” 

Plural marriages have always been 
performed with the greatest secrecy, 
we are ‘assured, and only those that 
are most open and notorious ever 
come to public notice. Tf so many 
can be reasonably proved ithe writer 
thinks it safe to assert that at least 
“ten plural marniages have taken 
place for every one that has become 
known.” Upon ithis assumption, “we 
should thaye fanywhoere from 1,500 
to 2,000 such. marriages since 1890,” 
In Salt Lake City, it. is said, few 
Gentiles beliewe in the. present de- 
claration against the. practise .of po- 
lygamy. We read: ‘ 

“The Mormon Church, they. say, 
never changes, and history is simply 
1epeating itself. If Pnesident Smith 
wished to end polygamy, they declare, 
he could very easily do so. . His first 
logical move would be ¢o cease living 
in polygamous relations himself, to 
stop ‘defying the laws of God and 
man,’ as he has publicly testified that 
he is doing. Again, if the Church 
really disapproves of mew nolyga- 
mists, why does it not summarily pun- 
ishthem? No religious organization 
has such perfect machimery for keep- 
ing in immediate contact with its fol- 
lowers. Is ait mot, then, folly so 
pretend ‘that the Church dees not of- 
ficially know that these marriages 
are going on? 

“The Mormon policy is secretly 
“to promote and encourage polygamy, 
and outawirdly to repudiate it. The 
critic most friendly to the Mormons 
must admit that, omnwarndly, mane 
creumstances lend color to — this 
view. The one preeminent fact is 
that the Mormon Church is a great 
seeret society. Non-Mormons are 
never permitted to enter its temples; 
the rites and instruction that dake 
place in them are never pfficially 
made public; all members of — the 
church are oath-bound, under — the 
most frightful penalties, not to re- 
veal these mysteries.”

CRONJE'S REMINISCENCES 


Warrior Reduced to Playing “Buf 
falo Bill” Part at Exhibi- 
tion. 


Among the reminiscences of Gen- 
cral Cronje, says the “Westminster 
Gazette,” we have not noticed that for 
months afer he was released from 
his honorable captivity in St. Helena, 
he was tempted to recuperate his 
financial fortumes in America, He 
was offered a generous sum by the 
organizers of the St. J.ouis Exhibi- 
tion in 1904 to act the leading part 
in a reconstruction of Paardcberg. A 
luge area was laid out, with trenches, 
guns, soldiers and Boers, and dav 
after day for weeks the show was 
produced. 

And day after day the great mo- 
ment of the show was when Cronje 
(in his Paardeberg clothes, all amar- 
red by the fighting and the exposure) 
tode out on a sorry horse to mrect 
Lord Roberts. It was not the real 
Lord Roberts—only an actor made up 
to look like him. But it was the real 
Cronje, who was reduced to take a 
tuffalo Bill engagement to make an 
American holiday. There were many 
Britons there who blushed to see a 
brave foe in such a position. 

Though Cronje’s defence at Paarde- 
berg brought him such: fame, and was 
the subject of so many culogies, it is 
interesting to recall that in the opin- 
ion =i not a few, including many of 
his own sompatriots, it implied very 
bad yeueralship on his part. De Wet 
Was one, for instance, who maintain- 
ed that by Icaving all his stores Cron- 
je might have escaped by making a 
dash for it and strongly condemned 
him for sticking to his laager,

Keep Your Eye on the Golf Ball. 


With ancther golfing season abou 
fo open, | was attracted in a book- 
shop tthe other day by ‘a centain tittle. 
“The Mystery of Golf,” by Arnold 
Haultain, couldnt fail to interest any- 
ene who -has’ attempted with every 
recurring sprihg to solve ithe problen 
which the awthor sets forth The 
language used by Mr. Haultain is at 
times of a very scientific and involve 
character, but the question which he 
secks to answer is a very simple one. 
To play golf, you have to kesp your 
tye on he ball. Why cannot you? 


“Curiously enough its chief dim- 
culty arises from its simplicity. In 
rolf you hit a stationary ball. At first 


blush that seems to be ‘the acme of 
case. It is no Whereas the 
thing to be done seems most easy of 
acccnphishment, it is as a omatier of 
physical and mavaphysical fact a feat 
requiring: the deftest use of the most 
delicate mechanism.” 

This mechanisn, the museular and 
nervotts systems, is claborately ex- 
plained, cexactly he ‘eo-ordinations' 
required in che sarce, the waggle, 
the stroke, and the ‘follow through. 
Opical diagrams illustrate aviity, fi 
adovl of keeping whe weye on the ball, 
the player locks up before the ball 
xreat rule is that obeying it meats 
is hr. A new explanation of fhe one 
kweping’ the head still, and this means 
carrying the stroke steadily through. 
In adelition, ¢he mind must also do 
iis stare of he avorks it amust vive 
ater ion, and attemion is one of the 
Inost elusive of psychological proh- 
Jems. Mr. Hatteain holds, and illus- 
rales with jokfers' anecdotes, that no- 
wlitre else does the real mind or char- 
deter of a man so appear as on the 
links. Psychological theories of vari- 
sus kinds are introduced ¢o explhaic, 
the vagaries of even a good golfer 
when an émpornant match is being 
played. 

"T wish psychologists would resort 
to the links: for Kheir psychological 
experiments, net confine themselves 
to their laboratories. If they would 
only play golf and examine them- 
selvss while they try to play, they 
would find more foot! for thought and 
wore ‘copy’ for psychological text- 
hooks than at present they seem co 
he aware of,” 

To the ingniry why golf has become 


so popular, he has a variety of an- 
swers, 

“Not even bridge quite so absorbs 
its votanies. Cricketers, footballers, 
tennis-players do not so utterly ‘abas- 
don homes and cffices for the crease, 
the field or the lawn. Only the golfer 
risks everything, go he may excel in 
putting tittle balls into little holes.— 
Whar is the clue tothe mystery? th: 
is threefold: physiological, psycho- 
logical, social. J take it that there :s 
no chher game in which these three 
fundwnental factors are so intimarely 
combined or so constantly called feno 
play.” 

The ous sure way of becoming 1 
good golfer is to begin very young— 
indeed, when the muscles awl nerves 
move quickly and unconsciously, til!

The cable says a sensation has been 
caused by the pubsicwtien of the fate 
General Sir William Butler’s autobio- 
graphy, which lays the blame of th: 
Boer War on the chief representa- 


tives of the Crown. The cable :c''s 
about two great tourney through 
Western Canada forty years ago, 
—The Great Lone Lacd” and “Tne 
Wild North Land.” 

The then Captain Butler applied 
for service with Wolseley’s Red 
River lixpedition against the — first 
Riel Rebellion. He arrived on this 
continent too late to travel with the 
troops over the Dawson Route from 
Port Anthur to Fort Garry, andavhen 
he arrived at the scene of the trouble 
by way of St. Paul, and Red River 
Riel had fled. 

He obtained a commission to invest- 
igate an outbreak of smallpox among 
the Indians in the Upper Saskatche- 
wan Valley, and the foothills 
of che Rocky Mountains, and trave!- 
led from Tort Garry over the prairics 
to Edmonton in the fall of 1870. Frota 
Edmonton he went south to Maz 
leod, and back again, and then, in 
midwinter, walked on ithe Saskatche- 
wan and Lake Winnipeg ice from 1 
monton to Fort Garry, 

“The Great Lone Land” is a pow- 
crful description of conditions that 
will nevermore return, for Solituwic 
has been replaced by Industry; and 
where the silent buffalo roamed the 
threshing machine and automobile go 
the'r noisy way.

The central and principal one should 
involve the grouping togerher of ail 
cemral institutions serving the whole 
city, such as the City Hall and heat 
offices of public departments and serv 
ices both municipal and otherwise, 
Pulllic Library, Museums, ccontral edu 
cational establishments, and the like. 
With these may be classed) similar 
institutions of a quasi public sort.

‘Butler came back the next year, 
crossed the prairie from Font Garry 
to the Forks of the Saskatchewan a- 
bout thirty miles below Prince Al- 
bert. whence he ascended the South 
Branch to where Saskatoon now is, 
und in that region hunted buffalo in 
the month of December. In Februa- 
ry he started on a 'ttramp which took 
lim up the Saskatchewan northwardc 
from Fort.Carlton to He la Crosse, 
thence to Lake Athabasca, and up 
the Peace River to Dunvegan, which 
he reached as the ice was going out. 

When Spring was fully come he 
went up the Peace and through the 
mountains, with incredible hardship 
and danger. Tle found his way to 
the Fraser River and down the won- 
drous, almost endless canyon, reach- 
ed the Pacific at New Westminster, 
and returned to Tngland by way of 
San Francisco and New York. This 
journcy he describes in “The Wild 
North Land” which, like its compan- 
ion book, contains many delightful 
descriptions of Western scenery, as 
well as the remarkable prophecy that 
there will be eventually more 
farmers to the north of ‘the Saskat- 
chewan than between the Saskatche- 
wan and the United States boundary, 
three hundred miles to the south. 

T do not think Sir William Butler 
ever came to Western Canada in the 
days of its civilization. There 9 are 
still a few men in the country who 
remember him, as fer instance, — the 
Rev. John McDougall of Calgary, 
who had been ten years in ithe Téd- 
monton country before Butler saw 
it forty years ago, and who has inter- 
esting things to tell abowt Butler's 
unexpected appearance at the Iud- 
son’s Bay trading post, which is now 
next door to a palatial Parliamens 
House.—British News. in Canada.

FOUND AFTER TWENTY-TWO 
YEARS

The body of a guide perfectly pre- 
served, has been yielded up by one 
of the Swiss glaciers after a period 
of twenty-two years. In 1888 the 
guide fell into a crevasse. His body 
was lately recovered, its appearan-e 
unchanged by its long imprisonment 
in the ice. 


There have been other cases of the 
bringing back of a long-lost body held 
for years in tthe close embrace of the 
ice, says Harper’s Weekly. One oi 
the first incidents on record relates 
to the Hamel accident, which occur- 
red in 1820. Several guides were 
swept down by an avalanche = and 
hurled into a crevasse. 

Hamel prophesied'the glacier would 
yield them up in the course of one 
thousand years, but Forbes believel 
that the end of the glacier would be 
reached by the bodies in fonty years. 
This statement was considered boll, 
but fits accuracy was borne out by 
tthe event. In forty years the flow 
of ice brought the bodies to light. 

In 1886 Henry Arkwright was lost 
ina glacier. Tn just thirty-one years 
his brother received a itelegram from 
the Mayor of Chemount that the 
body had been found.
